THE NAVY (PRESCRIBED OFFICERS) REGULATIONS, 1C63. 

S.R.O. 855, — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1E57), the Central Government hereby makes the following regu- 
lations, namely:— 

1. Short title. — These regulations may be called “The Navy (Proscribed 
Officers) Regulations, 1983”. 

2. Definitions.— In these regulations unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) “Act” means the Navy Act, 1957 ,(62 of 1957); 

(b) “Administrative Authority” means the authority which is designated 

as such in the Navy Orders; 

(c) "Navy Orders” means general orders of the Chief of the Naval Stall 

issued in the publication entitled ‘Navy Orders’ and includes Confi- 
dential Navy Orders; 

(d) "section” means a section of the Act; 

(e) "sailor” means a seaman as defined in clause (20) of section 3 of the 

Navy Act, 1957; 

(f) all words and expressions used in these regulations and not defined 

but defined in the Act shall have the meanings respectively assigned 
to them in the Act. 

3. Prescribed Officers. — The prescribed officers for the purposes of the provi- 
sions of the Act mentioned in column 1 of the following Table shall be the offlcera 
mentioned in the corresponding entry in column 2 thereof: —
